The New Barracks. The new barracks at Szentes are situated on the Szentes- 
Szarvas road. They were completed in the spring of 1952. The main building 
has five stories. The barracks are enclosed by a barbed wire fence, and are 
occupied by a Hungarian infantry battalion. (See sketch 1/. 

The Art ill ery Barracks. The barracks are situated on the road leading from 
Szentes to Csongrad. They were repaired in May 1952. They are 
a Hungarian field artillery unit of about 600 men with 7<62 mm. and 122 mn. 
horsa-drawn guns . (See sketch 2 ) .
